Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain in the House of Commons | 
yesterday emphasized that Britain 
would not be hustlled into uncer- 
tain adventures, 

And from the military viewpoint 
there is no ovw*whelming reason 
for Hitler to launch an attack on 
the western front. The fuehrer is 
still busy sewing up the Balkan 
economic resources, Opinion here 
is that “real war’ on land, sea and 
air will gradually generate by 
spontaneous combustion, That may 
take considerable time. 


BOTH SIDES READY 

But, as Chamberlain pointed out,

The non-voting sympathizer is of no use to 
his cause; and has no right to complain 
if the other side wins.

They're Still at Large 


Mr. Coldwell admits there would be 
little danger to democratic liberties if the 
Defence of Canada regulations were en- 
forced by Hon. Ernest Lapointe, a “kindly 
and gentle man’. What he fears is that 
the attorney-generai of some province or 
other may clamp down on him by taking 
a less considerate view of language which 
might be a_ hindrance to recruiting or 
other war activity. In particular he mis- 
trusts the attorney-general of Ontario of 
having a too strongly suppressive bent. 

The fact, however, is that Mr. Coldwell 
has not been taken into custody, and he 
has said as severely critical things about 
the war program as any reasonable man 
should want to say. Even Mr. Woods- 
worth, who wanted to “hold up both 
hands” to stay out of the war, and shud- 
dered in parliament at what might hap- 
pen to him if he mounted the stump, has 
been making speeches and is not yet in 
jail. 

Perhaps the regulations are capable 
of interpretation which would curtail free- 
dom of speech to an _ unnecessary and 
therefore unwarranted degree. It is pos- 
sible a narrow-minded attorney-general 
could read into them an opportunity to 
stifle legitimate criticism, or even to per- 
secute for partisan purposes. War regu- 
lations have to be framed in such way as 
to certainly cover cases of even cleverly 
disguised attempts at platform sabotage. 

But Canada’s regulations have not in 
fact been used in such ways, there would 
be very vigorous and very general pro- 
test if they were so used, and there is no 
real likelihood that they will be so used, 
if that would be possible. The critics are 
crying “wolf” when there is none in sight 
and little if any prospect of one appearing. 
They are protesting, it is to be suspected, 
more for protest’s sake than because they 
are finding their style to be seriously 
cramped. 


The Right of the Voters 


It is surely a curious kind of argument 
that Prime Minister King somehow de- 
parted from democratic procedure and 
acted like the head of a totalitarian state 
when he advised the Governor-General to 
dissolve parliament and call a_ general 
election. The implication is that parlia- 
ment had some sort of right to continue 
to function, which took precedence over 
the right of the voters to elect a new body 
of representatives. 

In terms of reality the suggestion is 
that the members should have been al- 
lowed—as a right—to wrangle away 
weeks or months, at the cost of diverting 
the attention of the Ministers from the di- 
rection of the nation’s war effort, and of 
splitting the public in factious groups. 

Where any parliament could be sup- 
posed to have secured any such mght is a 
mystery. How a parliament elected four 
and a half years before could be supposed 
to hold any such prior claim over the pub- 
lic is beyond guessing. 

Had there been no war, 
would in'the ordinary course of things 
have been dissolved last fall. Elected in a 
time of profound peace, and for purposes 
in no way associated with the issue of to- 
day, it was a moribund assemblage. It had 
exhausted its mandate, was unqualified to 
deal with the new situation, and in the 
usual course of events would have given 
place to a newly-elected House months 
before. 

If Mr. King departed from the spirit 
and meaning of democracy it was not in 
dissolving parliament when he did, but in 
allowing it to live beyond its usefulness, 
For that he can plead the unusual circum- 
stances, and a definite request of the lead- 
er of the Opposition; though in the light 
of subsequent events it would probably 
have been better to dissolve and go to the 
country in October or November last. 

The notion that because dissolution 
was not then made the members had ac- 
quired a right to go on being members, 
is purely political in its origin. The voters 
of 1940, not the members of parliament 
elected in 1935, are the ones to say who 
shall represent them in the House of Com- 
mons and supervise and direct the carry- 
ing out of the country’s war program.

Beware Nazi Spy! 


Although Canada is separated By an ocean 
from the theatre of war it is not free from the 
menace of the spy system. The technique of the 
Nazi propagandists has been developed to a fine 
point and investigations have shown how wide- 
Spread an area that network covers. 

It is probable that the registration of aliens 
and the vigilance established in the Dominion 
has effected reasonable protection against the 
operations of spies and saboteurs here. But it is 
necessary to beware of groups who operate from 
their bases in the United States. There is docu- 
mentary evidence on the large amount of Nazi 
intrigue in United States, and this is a matter of 
deep concern to Canada because of the ease of 
transportation and communication between the 
two countries.—Toronto Star.

Some of those who are complaining about 
the ‘hardships” of winter electioneering in 1940 
should haye experienced some of the real hard- 
ships which politicians of 40 years ago had to 
face. Take fot examples what happened to a 
party of politicians from Nova Scotia in 1891. 
They made the trip from Picton to Prince Ed- 
ward Island on the steamer Northumberland; 
but the return was different, the strait was 
blocked with pack ice. Few people but politi- 
cians and newspapermen would have faced the 
situation as they did. Electors on the mainland 
were waiting for the orators; and so it was de- 
cided that recourse must be had to the old-time 
canoes. It took 36 hours to make that journey 
of about 12 miles across the strait. We started 
off on the ice with the boats on runners; we 
came to a patch of open water; we closed up the 
runners and took to the cars; we met new ice; 
we went back to the sleds; and this kept on until 
early night found us in mid-channel, unable to 
move, with little light, uncertain whether the 
canoe would stand the pressure of the ice floes. 

It was a night never to be forgotten. How 
we lived through it I cannot imagine; but we 
did, and in early morning resumed the struggle 
through the floating ice, too loose there to be 
trod on save by an individual, and plowed on 
all that day until, near dusk just as Nova Scotia 
came into sight, there was a change of wind, the 
ice moved off and we found a clear channel into 
Pictou harbor. There we forgot all about the 
campaign program for 12 hours whilst we slept. 
Then we made our way westward, with North- 
umberland Strait in winter just a memory. But 
thereafter when we heard old Commodore Perry 
droning along about the shameful disregard of 
Confederation agreements we had a fellow feel- 
ing with him,

What 
memories were stirred. Just as all cats are gray 
in the dark, so all ships smell alike in the bilge. 
Not the delicate odor of mignonette is more 
filled with romantic dreams of youth than a 
lungful of bilge odor to an old salt.

For many years it was the prac- 
tice to keep patients with arterial 
hardening on a diet rigidly low in 
meat, but this is being discon- 
tinued today, 

The first step in dieting to relieve 
hardening of the arteries is to re- 
duce fermentation in the intestines 


be an acid fruit juice fast for about 
5 days, the patient using an 8-ounce 
glass of orange juice or tomato 


Only one kind of juice should be 
taken throughout any given day, 
although it is all right to change to 
a different juice on the following 
day if desired. 

During the fast the patient takes 
2 sponge baths daily, and 1 or 2 
enemas, using plain warm water. 
The fast will make the patient feel 
better in every way and is doubly 
beneficial when the blood pressure 
is high, usually reducng the pres- 
sure at the same time that other 
benefits are being experienced. 

The fast is especially valuable if 
| the patient is overweight in the 
way of reducing the excess pound- 
age. Generally speaking, patients 
with hardening of the arteries will 
feel their best and get along best 
when thin, rather than overweight. 

After the fast, the patient must 
avoid the foods which favor fer- 
mentation and for this reason I ad- 
vise the disontinuance of the car- 
bohydrates for a time.
